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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
reference of record, i.e. Weindorf, U.S.P. No. 6,762,741 teaches (Figs.1-3) a liquid 
crystal display with automatic brightness control comprising: a backlight display 100,102 
with a bezel 106 and a sensor device 1 14 that is used in conjunction with a control 
circuit 108 and user interface 112 to provide automatic luminance adjustments by 
comparing sensed conditions to luminance values in a look-up table or otherwise stored 
luminance values so that brightness control can be achieved for a variety of ambient 
conditions. Neither Weindorf 741' or any of the other references of record teaches or 
suggests the claimed moving photometric device haying a shape which covers a part of 
a front surface of a liquid crystal display device and does not cover a front surface of a 
liquid crystal display screen other than during photometry comprising: a liquid crystal 
display portion; a bezel surrounding all four sides of the liquid crystal display; a shaft 
portion provided at a corner portion of the bezel; a moving portion whose end portion is 
connected to the shaft portion and rotatably attached with a focus on the shaft portion to 
be placed in the bezel; a sensor portion provided in the display portion at the other end 
portion of the moving portion; a CPU to which a detection signal from the sensor portion 
is supplied, a look-up table in which the detection signal is normalized with a 
predetermined maximum intensity for the liquid crystal display which results in changes 
in the transmission state of the liquid crystal display and a change in the backlight drive 
circuit which regulates proper luminance quantity. These limitations are recited in claim 
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12. Dependent claims 13-21 includes the limitations of claim 12 along with other 
additional limitations (See the dependent claims for these additional limitations.).
